In addition, the Court would 
designate through highways id 
order stop signs, or electric traf-

Tt would be well to take a long, hard look at 
the evidence against the 12 leading Commu- 
nists who have been indicted in New York be- 


fore applauding the action of the grand jurv. 


For more than a year this grand jury, 2 
specially selected one, has been sitting in a 
hush-hush atmosphere. Despite repeated at- 
tempts bv the Post-Dispatch to obtain the names 
of the jurors, they have been kept secret. It is 
suspected that what news has come from the 
grand jury room has been leaked to a special 
group of newspapers—-the Hearst and Patterson- 
McCormick press and the New York Sun. Color 
for this suspicion is added bv the Sun's an- 
nouncement vesterday that it had the names of 
most of the indicted men before these names 
had been made public. 

For a long time, the grand jury investigated 
charges that there existed in wartime Washing- 
ton a Communist spv cell among Government 
officials, including top drawer men in the Roose- 
velit Administration As if happens. the FBI 
tried for three years to obtain evidence to sup- 
port this eharge. but was unable to do so. The 
original tip came from an informer who once

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The Wheat Agreement 

President Truman’s announcement that he wi!! 
ask the Senate to approve the internationa! 
wheat agreement at the special session does not 
generate much enthusiasm. If the pact were 
made, it would amount in effect to an interna- 
tional wheat cartel, controlled by the participat- 
ing governments in the interest of their people. 
The history of such projects is pretty much a 
history of failures 

There was telk a few years ago of interna- 
tional control of cotton production It fell 
threugh because a few nations, notablv Brazil, 
felt they had more to gain by remaining free to 
increase their crop at will. Before this there was 
the International Sugar Pact, probably the most 
efficiently organized project of this kind ever at- 
tempted for a food crop. Ii, too, blew up be- 
cause the sanctions were not strong enough to 
keep the participanis from raising more than 
their quotas and underselling their rivals 

The proposed wheal pact starts under a cioud 
because Russia and Argentina, two of the biggest 
wheat-producing nations, refuse to join. That 
leaves chieflv the United States, Canada and 
Australia 

The agreement would set a maximum price of 
2 a bushel for some 500,000,000 bushels of 
grain which these three countries would export 
this vear. Floor prices would drop 10 cents a 
vear from a first-vear minimum of $1.50. The 

minimum of $1.10 would be reached in 
4.3 

The Government-supported price of wheat 
however, is now just under $2.30. So for ihe 
present vear the Government would have to take 
a loss of ahout 30 cents on wheat which this

In the long tradition of United 
States foreign policy, our diplo- 
mats’ chief responsibility was to 
establish good relations with the 
government in power in the coun- 
try to which they were assigned. 
That is not enough today. Such 
an attitude leaves the door wide 
open for Communism. 

One of the vital considerations 
in the American position in Ber- 
lin is the reaction of millions of 
Germans who accepted at face 
value the assurances that the 
Western powers would stay. An 
emergency plan ready under 
which some 2000 Germans—Social- 
Democratic and other leaders 
would be removed from Berlin in 
the event that the West is forced 
to surrender this island outpost. 
But that would not .cushion 
shock—and the shock, it should 
be added, would not be confined 
to Germany. It would be 
throughout the world.
